=  Dr—  McMillan  and—  his  wife 
served  in  Soochow,  China,  for 
37  years  following  their  ap- 
pintment  as  foreign  mission¬ 
aries  in  1913.  Dr.  McMillan 
taught  in  a  Baptist  academy  for 
several  years,  but  he  devoted 
most  of  his  time  in  China  to 
evangelistic  work.  He  was  in¬ 
terned  by  the  Japanese  in  1941 
-and  repatriated  in  1943.
